The all-volunteer food bank, 
housed in the municipally-owned 
building at 123 Moore St., regularly 
provides non-perishable food items 
and other staples for a total of 591 
adults, and over 400 children, on a 
week-by-week basis. It is supported 
by ongoing donations from the 
community - from churches, local 
businesses, farms and private 
individuals. 

At this time of year, the push is also 
to provide Christmas hampers and 


toys for children, making sure that 
everyone has a share of die season's 
cheer - that no-one is missed by 
Santa. This year, 89 families with 
children registered for assistance - 
over 250 children in all. 

Silvey spoke about the generosity of 
the community, while picking up a 
donation at VideoQuest. The schools 
are major suppliers of donations, 
holding monthly food drives, but 
there have also been food drives at 
businesses like Kumi Canada, Royal 


Woodworking, and Cabana Tan. 
Silvey estimates that the food bank 
receives about 80% of its annual 
donations in just the 2 or 3 weeks 
leading up to Christmas - food 
donations that will last until at least 
the spring, and cash donations that 
will help fill the gaps in the summer 
months.

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Cold Water Alert, from 
Royal Lifesaving Society 

It’s been a mild November and December, so far, and 
large bodies of water are still ice-free. Boaters and anglers 
are reminded of the threat of hypothermia. 

According to the Lifesaving Society of Canada, the 
majority of cold water fatalities occur close to shore, when 
the victims are unexpectedly thrown from their boats 
without a lifejacket or Person^ Flotation Device (PFD). 

. Out of 130 boating deaths, 60% drowned in water that 
was below 10 degrees C. 

. More than 82% were not wearing or were incorrectly 
wearing a Lifejacket or PFD. 

. 63% were less than 15 metres from shore and safety. 

It is vital to always wear a lifejacket or PFD when out on 
a boat It is also important to understand what happens 
when you are immersed in cold water: Cold Shock 
Response, Incapacitation, Hypothermia. 

Phase 1 - Cold Shock Response. When suddenly 
immersed in cold water (15C or colder), there is an 
impact on breathing, that can last about 1 minute. It 
starts with an automatic gasp reflex that is the result of 
rapid skin cooling. If the head is below water, the victim 
can involuntarily ingest water - leading to drowning, if 
the victim is not wearing a lifejacket or PFD. Cold Shock 
Response can also result in hyperventilation - which can 
be prolonged, if coupled with panic, and lead to fainting, 
muscle spasms and a rise in heart rate. The arteries also 
narrow, forcing the heart to work harder to pump blood 
- and potentially triggering cardiac arrest in those with a 
pre-existing heart condition. 

If you experience Cold Shock Response, concentrate on 
avoiding panic and getting control of your breathing. A 
Lifejacket or PFD is critically important to keeping afloat 
during this phase. 

Phase 2: Cold Incapacitation. Within 10 minutes of 
immersion, victims lose the effective use of fingers, arms 
and legs, for any meaningful movement. Swim failure will 
occur without a PFD or lifejacket. 

Phase 3: Hypothermia. It can take up to 1 hour to lose 
consciousness, due to immersion in cold water. The 
core body temperature drops below normal resulting in 
weakened muscular functions, reduced co-ordination, 
and mental confusion. 

Always try to “self rescue” first - climb back aboard 
the boat or onto floating objects, or swim to safety - 
and call for help. If self-rescue is not an option, use 
the Heat Escape Lessening Position (H.E.L.P.) to delay 
hypothermia: Cross your arms tightly against your chest, 
draw your knees up against your chest, keep head and 
face out of the water. 

If there are two or more people in the water, assume the 
huddle position to reduce heat loss: Place arms around 
each other and interwine your legs, placing any children 
in the middle of the huddle, and keeping unnecessary 
movement to a minimum. 

Specialized gear is available, to protect against the 
elements - including wet suits to trap and heat water 
against the body; dry suits that should be used with 
a flotation device and thermal liner; survival suits; 
immersion suits; and “exposure coveralls.” 

Festive R.I.D.E. Update: Nabbed 

A 35 year old Oro Medonte man was stopped in the 
December 20 RIDE check in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
and found to be intoxicated, and in possession of both 
liquor and alcohol. A further check showed that the man 
was out on Recognizance, on similar charges, and was 
on the last day of a mandatory 90 day Administrative 
Driver’s Licence Suspension. At the time of the stop, the 
driver was prohibited from driving. He was charged with 
Impaired Care & Control, Over .080,3 counts of Breach of 
Recognizance, and Drive While Prohibited. He was held 
for a bail hearing. The Festive RIDE (Reduce Impaired 
Driving Everywhere) continues, to January 2.

The first South Simcoe Citizens’ Police Academy 
wrapped up on December 20, with a “graduation" 
ceremony for the 25 students. 

The Academy offered adults in both Innisfil and 
Bradford West Gwillimbury an opportunity to see 
policing from the inside, through a series of classes. Over 
a 9-week period, students were introduced to everything 
from Traffic patrol, to Identification services, the K-9 
Unit, and the partner organizations that help support 
policing and provide services to victims of crime. 

“For something that is brand new, the response 
has been amazing,” said Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson, who 
introduced the idea of a Citizens’ Police Academy to the 
South Simcoe Police Service. Not only was the inaugural 
Academy fully booked, “we’ve got the next one full, and 

Those who signed up came from every walk of life, 
and had a wide range of interests. “Some of them are 
interested in a career in policing, some of them are 
interested in the community, some of them are interested 
in the partner organizations, like Crime Stoppers,” said 
Staff Sgt. Wilson. Some, he said, have expressed an 
interest in joining the volunteer Police Auxiliary. 

“It’s been fun - a very positive experience." 

For Innisfil Councillor Ken Simpson, “it was an eye- 
opener. It gave me a better understanding of what the 
police do - how they relate to the public. Humanized 

“I have a whole new respect for them.” 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Councillor Raj Sandhu also 
signed up for the Academy. “I must admit I learned a lot... 
I believe programs like this bring community and police 
together. It puts a human face (on policing).” 

Over 70 people, including graduates and then families, 
attended the ceremony, held at the Innisfil Town Hall 
Council Chambers. South Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley noted that the service has the goal of engaging 
the community, earning the respect and approval of the 
public. “It is my hope that the Citizens’ Police Academy, 
and many other initiatives, will achieve these goals,” 

Chief Beazley said. 


He admitted that when the idea of an Academy was 
first broached, "admittedly I was a little ambivalent.” 

The Chief came to realize that the interaction would be 
positive, not only for the participants but for the Police 
- and he thanked the participants for their enthusiasm. 
“You’ve paved the way. Thank you all very much.” 

The graduates included both men and women. Marie- 
Christine Perron is employed in “Accounts Receivable,” 
and said that she enjoyed the experience, especially the 
“Ident” class. In fact, Perron said, "I’m going to apply for 
the Auxiliary!" 



New Video Link planned for WASH Court 

South Simcoe Police have completed installation of a new Video Link system at the South Division Station in 
Bradford, that will permit those held in custody to appear by video for bail hearings on Weekends and Statutory 
Holidays, also known as “WASH” Court. 

In the past, those held in custody had to be transported to Barrie on weekends and holidays, to make use of the Ban- 
Police Service equipment and video link, in order to be heard by a Justice of the Peace. Officers left the jurisdiction, 
and had to wait with the prisoner until the bail hearing was completed. 

It was the Efficiencies Working Group, looking for cost savings and improvements, which first suggested that 
installing a video link system could provide the South Simcoe Police with long-term savings, in Officer hours, fuel an( 
related travel costs. The system was up and running as of December 8.
